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LIVES, BUT CAN'T EAT. 


Ktemarkablo Results of a Wonderful Sur- 
$ gical Operation. 

James Burns, a fluc-looking man about 
‘forty-five years old, told a remarkable story 
in Justice White's court the other morning, 
writes a Chicago correspondent. He said 

iat in. 1684 he Was engineer of a steamer. 

no night-he was oiling the machinery, 
when ono of the shafts caught his arm and 
threw him across the crank-pit. There hie 
was caught by the next revolution of thd 
crank and crowded into the pit. There were 
only six aud a half-inches of space left by 
the crank, and into this space ho was 
crushed by the repeated blows of the great 
piston-rod. Ho was still alive when res- 
cued, several minutes later, and was care- 
fully taken ashore, where a, physician said 
he could live but a few hours. His skull 
was pronounced fractured in two places. 
The bones of his arms and legs were in 
fragments. His spine was badly injured, 
and from the abdomen a large portion of 
the muscles was torn away. 

As he still continued to breathe he was 
carefully removed to Bellevue Hospital, in 
New York, where the most energetic ef- 
forts were made to save his life. The fract- 
ured skull was trepanned and silver plates 
Were used to replace the portion taken out. 
The fractured limbs were skilfully adjust- 
ed, the entire remoyal of the left knee-cap 
boing necessary. Three of the ribs were 
removed and the others were set and a sil- 
ver tube was inserted into the wsophagus 
through the torn and mangled tissues of 
the throat, by means of which liquid food 
Was administered. He began to recover, 
und at the end of seventeen months was in 
comparatively good health. On account of 
the spinal injuries, however, he was as yet 
unable tw stand or sit up unsupported, This 
difficulty was fina! y obyiated by the use of 
a plaster of Paris jacket, which was strapped 
around the body, and in this condition he 
left the hospital. He suffered still, how- 
ever, from violent hemorrhage of the 
throat, resulting from uny excitement or 
over-exertion, and in St, Louis he was in a 
hospital seven months on this account. He 
Was released to go to the Marine Hospital 
at Milwaukee the other day, and while pass- 
ing through Chicago was seized with an- 
other hemorrhage, when he applied at the 
police station to be sent to the county hos- 
pital. 

Aside from a slight limp in his walk there 
is no outward evidence of his physical con- 
dition, except a peculiar sound in his voice. 
He says he suffers little pain, and is only 
weak after a hemorrhage. He has taken 
no solid food for over three years, and never 
can again,

THE SMITH FAMILY. 


A Plausible Theory Advanced by 
One of Its Number. 


The Time When, in „ World of Vain 
Glorying, None But Smilies “Will Be 
Found—The Metributive Justice 
of Stern Fate. 

The glory, present and prospective, of the 
Smith family, formed the topic of conversa- 
tion at the Attic Club the other night, 
writes the Boston 7) an-crirg listener. The 
carth,” shid Plantagenet Smith. one of the 
charter members of the club, is the 
Smiths and the fullness thereof. You 
have heard, perhaps, how ull the people 
in the world will eventually become Smiths? 
No! That is surprising,for the fact has 
long been perfectly patent. I will explain 
how it is to be. It ia evident that, at the 
outset, When surnames were first adopted, 
there were no more Smiths than there were 
Bakers, or Butchers, or Tinkers, or Weav- 
ers, or any of the rest of the families that 
took up a surname from their occupation. 
But the Smiths presently began, through 
superior vitality, or some other natural 
cause, to multiply more rapidly than any 
other family. That early start was the 
turning-point of their carcer. Their numer- 
ical superiority once established, it became 
inevitable that they should absorb all the 
rest of the community; and that that ab- 
sorption is now going on we have only to 
look about us to sce, Note the 
fact that all of the small families 
tend to become smaller until they are ex- 
tinct, while the large families grow larger 
in arithmetical progression. One hundred 
years ago there were honored families in 
New England whose names ure found no 
more in the public registers, They have 
died out. Every year still marks the ex- 
tinction of some family. But the Smith 
family not only does not become extinct but 
it absorbs all these dying families, ag- 
grandizing itself from year to year by ac- 
cretions from withont, as the sun swallows 
up the meteorites, and will some day swal- 
low up the planets. Inthe carly records of 
the New England colonies do you find any 
such preponderance of Smiths in the popu- 
lation as you find now! Certainly not. 
There were many Smiths. indeed, and the 
principle of universal Smithification was 
was already at work, but they had not, by 
any means, attained the proportionate 

strength that they have now.“ 

Let me illustrate,’ Plantagenet went 
on, “how the principle works all about us, 
and then I will go on and prove that the 
Smith family must inevitably swallow up, 
in the future, all other families. My 
mother’s name, as you know, was Plan- 
tagenct. She was the only child of the 
last surviving maleof that name left in New 
England. The family, always small, had 
dwindled down to thie sole male member. 
His only child was a daughter, and she 
married a Smith. One more family had 
been engulfed in the Smiths, It was 
destiny. The blood of all of them in- 
evitably flows into the Smith fam- 
ily. But, perhaps, you will say that this 
female Plantagenet might, save for the 
mere matter of choice, have married 
a Brown, or a Jones, or a Robinson. 
So she might; but the probability that any 
given woman will choose a Smith for a hus- 
band is relatively greater than the proba- 
bility of her marrying a man of any other 
name, for the simple reason that there are 
more Smiths. And if she had married a 
Brown or a Jones, it would simply have 
been a postponement of the absorption of 
the Plantagenet blood in the Sinh family. 
All roads lead to Rome. The Browns and 
Joneses are simply helping the Smiths to 
conquer the world. They ure soaking up 
the small families just as the Smiths are, 
butin less proportion. and at last their turn 
Will come. The Smiths will begin with the 
smallest family of these large ones—the 
Robinsons, say. It will be found when 
there are no longer any more families re- 
maining than the Smiths, the Jonses, the 
Browns and the Robinsons, that the Robin- 
sous are gradually diminishing in number. 
At lust they will all be gone. And then the 
Browns will begin to waste away before the 
all-devouring Smiths, and finally a day will 
come when only the Smiths and the Joneses 
will remain. We may wellimagine thatthe 
struggle of the Joneses will be long and des- 
perate. Their vitality has been proved 
through many centuries. But the simplest 
operation of this natural rule, that many 
more Jones giris will marry Smiths than 
Smith girls will marry Joneses, will at last 
send them the way that ail the rest have 
gone, and they will take their place with 
the long-extinguished Plantagenets, and St. 
Clairs, aud the Montm¢rencys. in the broad, 
placid, all-embracing bosom of the mighty 
race of Smiths. 

“Tho world is then,“ said Grigson, knock- 

ing the ashes from his cigar, “a sort of 
generic Nancy Brig, in which we non-Smiths 
represent the cook and the captain bold. and 
the mate, and the bo's'u tight and the mid- 
shipmite, and you the able seaman who will 
eventually stand for all the restofus?

Things have bees 
changing recently, and the tendency now 
isto secure all the winter work possible 
One reason is there more building 
und loan associations, more insurance se 
cieties, more lodges and more organizations 
of one kind or another, all of which must 
be kept up. Besides, there is au increasmg 
amount of work that has heretofore been 
done in summer.

certain lines of thought and existence, 
hence we know there is a God ora 
power; you may call it any name you 
choose, except Satan or the Devil, that 
exists in all things and through all 
things. By meaus of the laws of this 
Divine Spirit of infinite power and wis- 
dom are we permitted, yea command- 
ed to return to earth and help our fel- 
low-beings; to lift them from the mire 
of superstitious observances and the 
cold formalities of hide-bound creeds; 
to set them free from low and degrading 
passions and lusts; to free them from 
the dreary wastes of materialism and 

atheism ia the mission of the messen- 
gers that come to you wafting sweet 
perfumes on the breezes from the 
summer land; filling your hearts, if you 
will receive them, with a peace that is 
surely past understanding from a mate- 
rlal, but not from a spiritual, standpoint. 

You, who argue monomania and op- 
tical delusion, etc., do you really believe 
that, oyer 30,000,000 are going to be 
come monomaniacs on a given subject 
and at a given time. 

Ihe proposition of monomania thus 
defeats itself through sheer absurdity. 

Do you believe men so noted for their 
scientiffie and judicial acumen as pro- 
fessors Wallace, Farady, Hare, Robert 
Dale Owen, Judge Pierpont, Judge Ed- 
monds, Zoelner and the host of others 
we could name were all deceived by 
optical delusions, when they declared 
and published the facts that came under 
their observations and acknowledged 
the truth of spirit communion. 

Do you not know that if Prof. Crooks 
had made a report against what he 
saw, the London Times would have ad- 
hered to his declaration, made when he 
commenced his investigation, that there 
was none so peculiarly qualified for the 
successful investigation as Professor 
Crooks, aud the London Times would 
not then have eaten its own words and 
declared that ‘the report was all that 
could have been expected of aman that 
was so near bis dotage and so unskilful 
in his scientific deductions.” 

These men have proclaimed to the 
world the fact that spirit does com- 
mune with spirit in any form, and yet 
they have proclaimed it in vain to a 
mass of creed-bounod and priest-ridden 
people. 

I must leave the task of scientific 
proofs to others, but I will proclaim the 
grand and underlying truths that spirit 
communes with spirit alike in the sum- 
mer land and in the earth form, 

Read und investigate for yourselves, 
but let me warn you that unless you 
enter the gates with clean hearts and 
clean bodies you will be sadly disap- 
pointed.

You may rest assured that no spirit of 
light and truth ever came to this earth 
aud taught the promiscuity—the break- 
ing up of family ties and the gratify- 
cation of free lusts, miscalled free love. 
Liberty is not license by any meaus, uud 
when anything comes creeping in try 
ing to make you believe in such doc- 
trines, Cast them out. 

Spiritualism is not res ble for the 
idiosyncrasies of its followerers; for 
their departure from the paths of virtue 
and cleanly living, any more than 
Christ and his disciples are responsible 
for the crimes of bigotry and intoler- 
ance taught by modern followers or for 
the murders, rapes and the robberies 
committed by so-called Christi in all

There is many u heart that has been 
sustained and led through life and iis 
sorrows by a belief in the divinity and 
saving grace of the blood of the Nara- 
rine.

We 
can be of more benefit to them by sub- 
stituting for the uncertainties of knowl- 
edge of the hereafter, and the rest will 
follow gradually, as the acorn develops 
ia time into the full-grown oak.

We require purity of life, in thought 
and deed, for there can be no vicarious 
atonement in our philosophy; no shov- 
ing of our burdens of crime and woe 
ou to the shoulders of a third party. 

We must com te for our own 
Villianies aud make restitution for our 
own robberies, Aud the being who har- 
bors low and licentious thoughtss can- 
not entertain pure spirits, unless they 
are powerful enough to overcome those 
things, and then they lead him up toa 
higher plane of living. 

This is what Spiritualism is then. A 
force, a power exerting itself for the 
purification and salvation of manking 
physically and spiritually, and not a 
dragger-down to the depth of degrada- 
tion.

Tnquirers (nto Spiritualism should begin by rm- 
ing spirit-clreles fo their own homes, wifh no Spir- 
ituatlet or professional medium present, Shontd no 
rewnlts be obtained) on the first ooeasion, try again 
with other sitters, One or more pervons posseming 
modiat powers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearly every household. 


t. Let the room be of comfortable temperature, 

but cool rather than warm—let the arrangement 
be made that nobody shall entar it, and that there 
shall be no foteraption for one hour daring the sit- 
ting Of the olrele. 
Let the cirele couslst of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, about the same number of each sex, Sit 
round an uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palms of the hands upon the top surface. Whether 
the hands touch each other or not ie uenally of no 
importance. Any table will do, just large enough 
to convenlently accomodate the sitters, The removal

How toForm Spirit Circtes, 

Inquirers into Spiritualiem should begin by form- 
ing apirit-circles in their own homes, wifh no Spir- 
itualist or professional medium present, Should no 
results be obtained] on the frat occasion, try again 
with other sitters, 
medial powers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearly every household, 


1. Let the room be of comfortable temperature, 
but cool rather than warm—let the arrangement 
bo made that nobody shallenter it, and that there 
shall be no interruption for one hour during the sit- 
ting of the circle. 

2. Let thecircle cousist of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, about the same number of each sex. Sit 
round an uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palms of the hands upon the top surface. Whether 
the hands touch each other or not is usually of no 
importance. Any table will do, just large enough 
to conveniently accomodate thesitters, The removal 
of a hand from the table for a few seconds does 
ro harm, but when one of the sitters breaks the 
circle by leaving the table, it sometimes, but not 
always, breaks the manifestations 

3. Before the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-pencils and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the table, to write down any communications 
that may be obtained. 

1. People who do not like each other should not 
sit in the same circle, (r «uch a want of harmony 
tends to prevent manifestations except with well 
developed physical mediums; it is not yet known 
why: Belief or unbelief has no influence on the 
manifestations, but an acrid feeling against them 
hasa weakening fuflnenge. 

5. Before the manifestations begin it is well to 
engage in general conversation or in singing, and 
it is best that neither shonld be of a frivolous char- 
acter. A prayerful, @arnest feeling among the 
members of the circ'e gives the higher spirits more 
power to come tothe c rele, and makes it more dif- 

TCT) sie lower spirits to come uvar, 

6. The first symptom of the invisible power at 
work isoften a feeling like a cool wind sweeping 
over the hands, The first maulfestations will pro- 
bably be table tiltings or raps, 

7. When motions of the table or sounds are pro- 
duced freely, to avoid confusion, lot only one person 
speak, and talk to the table as to an intelligent be- 
ing. Let him tell tho table that three tilts of raps 
moan Les,“ one means No,“ and two means 
*“Donbtiul,”’ and atk if the arrangement ie under- 
stood. It three signals be given in answer, then 
say, “Itt spoak the letters of the alphabet slowly, 
will you signal every time I come to the letter you 
want, and pell ns out a message?“ Should three 
siguals be given, set to work on the plan proposed 
and, from this time, an intelligent system of com- 
munication is established 

S. Afterwanlse the question shonld be put, “Are 
we sitting in the right order to got the beat manifex- 
tations?’ Probably «ome members of the circle 
will then be told to change seats with each other, 
and the signals will be afterwarda strengthened, 
Next ask, “Who is the medium?" When spirits 
come, asserting themselves to be related or known 
to anybody present, we'l-chosen questions should 
be put, to teat the accuracy of the statements, as 
spirits out of the body have all the virtuos and all 
the Tailings of spirite in the body. 

. A powerfal physical medium fs usually a per- 
son of an impulsive, affectionate and genial nature, 
and very sensitive to meameric influences, Thema- 
jority of media are ladies, 

The best manifestations are obtained when the 
medium and all the members of the circle are har- 
monionsiy bound together, and are thoroughly 
comfortable and happy the manifestations are born 
of the spirit, and shrink somewhat from the lower 
mental infldences of earth, Family circles with no 
strangers present are usually the best, 

Possibly at the first sitting of acirete aymtoms of 
other forms of mediumalip than tilts or raps may 
make their appearance.
